A most important question 
will be 
brought before the Supreme Court of the 
United States early next month, and its 
decision will effect eyery city in the Un­ 
ion. It is simply whether a municipal 
corporation, under a State law can tax its 
obligations which are held by non-resi­ 
dents. The city ol Charleston, South Car­ 
olina, levied a tax of two percent- upon its 
six per cent. bond?, and directed its treas­ 
urer to withold the amount of the lax 
to m the interest due upon the bonds The* 
question being forced into the courts, the 
South Carolina Supreme Court sustained 
the action of the city of Charleston, and an 
appeal was then taken to the Supreme 
Court of the United States. If the decisions 
cl the Courts below arc sustained, any mu. 
nicipalily cao so heavily tax its bonds beld 
by non-rcndentSy that it can at least avoid 
paying any interest upon its indebtedness 
which amounts to almost a repudiation. 
On the other hand, it will allow capitalists 
to invest, so as to evade paying their trib­ 
ute to support the very Casar who pro­ 
tects their investments. The issue of the 
case seems to be attended bv difficulties in 
either event.

Samuel Hulett, the push cart man, who 
dropped dead a few days ago, and who was 
one oi the passengers rn the stage coach 
robbed by Porter, Wilson and Potiet on 
the Ridge road, below Turner’s lane, in 
1829, was not, it seems, the last aurviTor 
of the few actors in that memorable affair. 
Nicholas Sarmg, eighty years ot age, re­ 
siding at o-*7 North Thirteenth street, is 
indignant at the attempt to rob him of his 
laurels and cia.ms aod produces documents 
to proye the assertion thai he is the last 
surviving pa*seoger who faced the 
agents’ ponderous horse-pistols 
in 
winter’s night, forty-eight years ago. 
bariog, at t tie time cl the robbery. 
Well-known wheelwright, rsidiug In 
den street, and his {personal experience in 
the matter excited great public interest at 
the time. 
The stage at 2 o’clock in the 
morning left AmbuaUe a Hotel, in Market 
street, below Eighth, in a blinding snow 
storm. 
Ten passengers all bound for Read­ 
ing, sat int tile, but as Mr. baring was only 
going to Perkiomen he was compelled to 
sit beside the driver.

From the M ilwaukee Sentinel. 
Madison, Jan. S.—Here I am once more 
at iLc scat of Government. It is no trouble 
now to get here, but I well remember that 
my first journey to this place acme thirty- 
five yeara ago took me full three days, al­ 
though I had a good horse and buggy and 
the roads were In a passable condition. 
Since then Madison has changed a good 
deal, yet the change is not so perceptible 
to those who have seen the place, like my­ 
self every year since. 
It is very singular 
that the tine.groves of original black, burr 
and white oak have pretty much disap-, 
peared andean no longer be found around 
the capitol. With a few exceptions these 
trees have all died out and tire present 
growth has been carelully planted. 
En­ 
tering the old capitol from the east side, 
there was the Governor’s room as at pres­ 
ent, and on the right the Supreme Court­ 
room with Chief Justice Dunn aud Justices 
Miller and Irwin as associates. The court, 
on this, my first visit, happened lo be in 
session. 
With Judge Miller I was of 
course acquainted some years before, but 
ii was the nrst time then, that I saw the 
other two gentlemen, Judges Dunn and 
Irwin. 
The latter was rn ire famous as a hunter 
and big story teller than as a judge, al­ 
though he looked solemn enougn on the 
bench, with his favorite pointer dog near 
him on the floor. Mentioning the old Ter­ 
ritorial Supreme Court remiuds me of a 
prominent lawyer “from the mines," who 
is yet alive and who for a time forfeited 
the good opinion of a majority of thai 
court, to that his numerous ca ts in the 
Circuit as well ae in the Supreme Courts 
weie more closely scanned Hun before the 
matters happened thai I am ai>oui to relate. 
We will call the trenlleman Mr M M , a l­ 
though I think be would col object to his 
name in full. As I before staled Judge lr 
win was a great storj -teller, so mucn so 
that he was considered a rival lo the g re a t 
Munchausen. 
Most of his stories were 
located in the Shenandoah Valley, aud 
whenever that place was mentioned by him 
something wonderful was expected to have 
happened there. Now, in those primitive 
days, courts were often held la school 
houses, and after adjourning for the day, 
the judge, together with the bar, would 
gather around the fire of the. perhaps, on­ 
ly oue log tavern nearby. On one of these 
circuits, Judge Irwin presiding, the com 
pany ..composed us above, had gathered 
around the Judge for a chat, and as it was 
the first evening of the session and one or 
two new lawytrs were present, it was de­
